To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Kingsclere  and  Whitchurch  Rural  District  Council: 

Mr,  Chairman,  My  Lady,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1958. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  is  21,230, 
an  increase  of  840  over  1957*  The  natural  increase  of  population,  i, e,  the  net 
gain  of  births  over  deaths  was  2 44. 

The  vital  statistics  do  not  differ  significantly  from  previous  years,  and 
compare  favourably  with  the  National  figures  for  England  and  Wales# 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  low# 

The  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Health-  to  offer  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
to  all  children  and  expectant  mothers  and  vdth  an  extension  later  to  all  young 
adults  born  on  or  after  1st  January,  1933*  resulted  in  much  hard  work  for 
general  practitioners  and  public  health  departments  of  local  authorities# 

It  is  good  to  record  that  the  public  have  on  the  whole  responded  well  to  the 
appeal  in  obtaining  protection  for  their  children,  but  in  the  care  of  expectant 
mothers  and  the  older  age  groups,  the  response  -was  at  first  disappointing# 
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Housing  requirements  as  usual  have  brought  varied  individual 
problems  to  light]  Although  the  Council  has  done  a  great  deal  in  improving 
existing  houses  by  making  improvement  grants,  and  by  building  houses  which 
attract  subsidies,  for  slum  clearance  and  for  building  bungalows  for  old 
people,  yet  there  still  remains  a  great  deal  to  be  done  to  meet  the  needs 
of  those  who  live  in  unfit  houses  and  who  have  applied  for  housing  accommodation. 
Many  of  the  older  rural  cottages  could  be  classified  as  unfit,  and  suitable 
for  demolition  and  thus  for  claiming  subsidies,  yet  a  number  of  such  houses 
are  rightly  being  improved  and  rendered  fit  as  a  rasult  of  improvement 
grants  which  by  renewing  the  life  of  these  older  houses,  at  the  same  time 
preserves  the  character  of  the  countryside;  though,  of  course,  the  worst 
cases  are  steadily  being  dealt  with  individually  or  by  clearance  order* 

Nevertheless,  it  is  doubtful  if  enough  of  these  houses  exist  in  many 
parts  of  the  rural  district  to  meet  local  requirements  for  houses  and  since  few 
agricultural  workers  and  other  applicants  for  houses  can  afford  economic 
rents,  there  is  little  likelihood  of  houses  being  provided  without  subsidies* 

I  should  like  to  see  subsidies  returned  to  rural  district  councils  for 
the  provision  of  houses  in  rural  areas  where  sufficient  demand  exists  and 
opportunities  of  earning  sufficient  to  pay  an  economic  rent  do  not  occur. 

During  the  autumn,  a  National  "Guard  That  Fire"  Campaign  v/as  initiated 
by  the  Home  Secretary  in  an  attempt  to  lower  the  incidence  of  burning  accidents 
in  the  home  which  have  caused  about  700  deatlas  annually,  I  have  to  acknowledge 

with  thanks  the  assistance  I  obtained  from  various  individuals,  voluntary 
associations  and  firms  in  tnis  campaign.  In  this  district  one  cannot  help 
feeling  more  concerned  about  the  ever  mounting  toll  of  road  accidents,  especially 
at  week  ends  on  the  main  trunk  roads] 
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Once  again  I  have  to  thank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District,  also  all  the  staff 
of  the  public  health  department  for  their  continued  assistance  during  the 
year  -  especially  my  secretary,  Miss  M.  B.  Lawman, 

I  should  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  co-operation  and  encouragement.

Births 

(a)  Live  Birth  Bate 

Live  births  registered  during  1958  amounted  to  452,  228  boys  and 
224  girls,  The  live  Birth  Rate,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  by 
the  Registrar-General's  comparibility  factor  was  22,1  per  thousand  population. 
The  rate  for  England  and  .if ales,  in  1958  was  16,4  per  thousand, 

(b)  Still  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  still-births  was  7,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  of 
15*25  per  thousand  births,  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  wales  of 
21,6  per  thousand  births, 

heaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  208,  114  males 
and  94  females,  exactly  trie  same  total  as  in  19571 

This  gives  a  local  death  rate,  corrected  by  the  Registrar-General' s 
comparability  factor  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  9*6  per  thousand  population. 
This  again  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11,7 
per  thousand. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  proportionately: - 

1,  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  -  45*7  p er  cent, 

of  which  more  than  one  third  were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease, 

2,  Cancers  of  various  types  accounted  for  18, 5  per  cent,  of  which  no  less 
than  14,  13  men  and  1  woman  wore  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus, 
not  quite  one  third  of  all  cancer  deaths, 

3,  Apoplexies  or  vascular  lesions  of  the  central  nervous  system  accounted 
for  6,2  per  cent, 

4*  Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  8,7  per  cent. 
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In  addition,  there  were  2  deaths  from  influenza,  2  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  8  cases  of  accidental  death,  of  which  4  were  associated 
with  motor  vehicles. 

Wo  deaths  resulted  from  the  infectious  diseases  of  childhood  or  in 
association  with  childbirth. 

The  increase  in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  especially 
in  middle  aged  men,  gives  rise  to  much  concern. 

In  this  country  we  appear  to  be  experiencing  an  epidemic  of  this  almost 
invariably  fatal  disease,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  number  of  annual 
deaths  has  yet  reached  a  pealc,  In  1 958 »  the  number  of  deaths  provisionally 
assigned  to  this  cause  in  England  and  Wales  was  over  17>000  men  and  2,700 
women,  an  increase  of  about  700  over  the  previous  year. 

It  is  mere  than  five  years  since  Professor  Bradford  Hill  and  Dr,  Doll 
showed  that  in  most  cases  the  condition  was  associated  with  heavy  cigarette 
smoking  and  despite  Ministc  rial  exhortation  to  local  health  authorities  to 
spread  anti-smoking  propaganda,  tobacco  companies  still  spend  a  great  deal  of 
money  praising  the  virtues  of  various  brands  of  cigarettes. 

Curiously,  although  approximately  as  many  cigarettes  per  head  are  smoked 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  as  in  G-roat  Britain,  the  incidence  of  lung  cancer  is  much  less, 
though  still  sufficient  to  cause  anxiety,  and  there  has  recently  been  shown  to 
be  a  aignificanb  difference  in  the  length  of  discarded  cigarette  ends  which  it 
is  customary  to  dispose  of  in  the  two  countries.  This  custom  may  be  due  to  the 
higher  cost  in  this  country,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  average  man  in  this 
country  gets  his  money's  'worth  and  smokes  his  cigarette  to  the  bitter  end, 
whereas  in  the  States,  it  is  thrown  away  half  smoked  by  British  standards. 
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This  habit  may  increase  the  amount  of  litter  in  our  streets,  but  for  those 
who  cannot  give  up  smoking,  my  advice  is  (i)  change  to  a  pipe  or  (ii)  failing 
this,  throw  away  your  cigarette  when  you  have  smoked  half  of  it. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  19*9  per  thousand  live  births,  lower 
than  the  rate  for  England  and  17 ales  which  was  22,6  and  was  the  lowest  rate 
ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

The  neonatal  mortality  rate  (i, e,  the  number  of  infant  deaths  recorded 
in  the  first  four  weeks  of  life)  was  15*5  per  thousand  live  births  compared  'with 
16.2  for  England  and  V/ales, 
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Infectious  Diseases 


The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  1958  was  low,  Tho  following 
notifications  were  received  during  the  year:-

Poliomyelitis  1  The  diagnosis  in  this  case  was  subsequently  revised 

and  the  patient  reported  to  have  suffered  from  encephalitis,  an  infection 
with  another  neurotropic  virus. 

Pood  Poisoning  6  cases  were  notified  as  suspected  food  poisoning,  but 

in  only  one  case  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed,  in  a  boy  aged  5  years,  who 
suffered  from  a  salmonella  infection.  The  source  of  the  infection  in  this 
case  was  never  determined. 


Pneumonia  3 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  2 

Acute  Encephalitis  2  In  both  cases  this  infection  was  a  complication  of 
mumps.  The  patients  were  2  boys  aged  11  and  5  years. 

Dysentery  2  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  notified.  One  in  a  child 

of  6  years,  and  another  cf  A  years.  Again  in  these  cases  the  source  of 
infection  was  never  discovered. 

Tuberculosis  During  the  year,  4  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were 

notified,  and  1  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  transferred  from  another 
district.  One  female  patient  died  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
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Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

During  tha  year,  iran*misation  and  vaccination  against  arialX-pox, 
diphtheria  and  v/hooping  cough  continued  both  in  general  practitioners 
surgery s  and  at  County  Council  clinics.  The  efficacy  of  these  protective 
procedures  is  now  so  well  established  that  most  parents  readily  accept  than 
on  behalf  of  their  children.  Nevertheless  it  is  desirable  to  maintain  a 
continuous  immunity  to  diphtheria  by  giving  re-inforcing  injections  to 
children  of  school  age  if  the  disease  is  to  be  kept  under  control.  It  still 
smoulders  on  in  the  country  and  during  the  year  1958*  8  deaths  were 
provisionally  assigned  to  this  cause  in  England  and  Wales. 

In  the  same  way, vaccination  against  srnall-pox  is  very  desirable  for 
all  infants,  since  in  these  days  of  air  travel  the  risk  of  importation  of 
the  disease  from  abroad  has  greatly  increased,  and  primary  vaccination  of 
infants  is  less  likely  to  lead  to  complications  than  when  it  is  delayed  to 
later  in  life. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  68.4  per  cent,  of  babies  born  in 
Kingsclere  and  Whitchurch  Rural  District  during  1958  were  vaccinated  before 
their  first  birthday  as  compared  with  53*7  per  cent,  in  1957*  432  children 

received  primary  diphtheria  Immunisation,  and  125  booster  injections  were  given. 

In  the  poliomyelitis  vaccination  campaign  1,9^1  children,  or  44  per  cent, 
of  the  total  estimated  population  under  15  years  of  age,  received  2  injections 
before  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition,  82,  or  18  per  cent,  of  the  expectant 
mothers  were  protected  by  2  injections  during  the  year. 
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Statutory  Action 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  -  Section  47* 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  during  the  year. 

In  all  these  cases  persuasion  is  preferable  to  compulsion,  and  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  persuasion  was  successful  in  one  case  which  might 
have  required  statutory  action,, 


Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  -  Section  20 

One  formal  notice  was  served  on  a  dairy  fanner  as  a  result  of 
bacteriological  examination  of  the  milk  showing  evidence  of  infection 
with  Brucella  organisms,  requiring  the  milk  to  be  heat  treated  before 
sale  for  human  consumption. 

This  notice  had  not  been  withdrawn  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  the 
source  of  infection  had  not,  at  that  time,  been  identified. 
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Administration  of  Health  Services 

National  Health  Service  o.ct,  1  94-6* 

The  administration  of  these  devolved  services  is  carried  out  by 
the  Andover  and  Kingsclere  District  Health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County 
Council.  The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Health  Authority,  hut  the  District 
Health  Sub-Committee  has  at  its  disposal  a  considerable  amount  of  information 
and  knowledge  of  the  local  districts  and  an  important,  if  not  spectacular 
side  of  the  work,  is  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  and  a  detailed 
knowledge  of  conditions  in  the  respective  districts.  In  this  way  valuable 
information  and  advice  is  given  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council. 

Reports  are  submitted  each  meeting  on  infectious  diseases,  births  and 
deaths,  inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination,  midwifery  and 
maternity  services,  home  help  services,  nursing  accommodation,  and  matters  of 
health  importance  in  which  the  three  districts  have  a  common  interest. 

Daring  the  year,  interesting  talks  -mere  given  by  Mr.  13.  T,  Mallinson, 
the  County  Ambulance  Officer,  on  the  operation  and  administration  of  the 
Ambulance  Service,  and  Mr,  G-. G.  Keates  (Secretary  of  St.  Paul*  s  Hospital, 
Winchester)  gave  a  talk  on  Hospital  administration  in  Hampshire,  with  particular 
reference  to  Andover  War  Memorial  Hospital.  The  subsequent  discussions  were 
of  great  interest  and  ielue  to  the  Committee,

In  all,  44  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  together  with 
31  samples  of  milk  containers.  Three  samples  of  milk  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  two  because  of  the  presence  of  disease  organisms,  and  one 
because  of  a  fault  in  the  heat  treatment  apparatus  at  the  dairy  concerned. 

The  results  of  the  milk  container  samples  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  21  bottles  taken  gave  an  average  Mean  Bottle  Count  of  17.8, 
nine  of  these  bottles  showed  no  count  whatever,  and  the  maximum  count  recorded 
was  149.  When  it  is  realised  that  a  Mean  Bottle  Count  of  600  is  token  os 
satisfactory,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  results  obtained  reflect  the  hygienic 
conditions  existing  in  the  premises  throughout  the  district.

'When  the  report  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  showed  that  a  supply  was 
unsatisfactory,  both  owner  and  occupier  were  informed* 

Occupiers  were  advised  to  boil  all  water  used  for  drinking  purposes,  and 
owners  were  asked  to  take  such  steps  as  were  considered  necessary  to  provide  a 
pure  water  supply  to  the  projuarty  concerned.  In  certain  cases  these  works  entailed 
connection  of  the  property  to  the  Council’ s  mains. 

It  is  expected  that  the  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  will  be  greatly 
reduced  when  the  extensions  of  the  Council  mains  are  completed. 
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Public  Water  Supplies 

There  are  three  major  water  pumping  stations  in  the  rural  district 
situated  at  Kingsclere,  Overton  and  Whitchurch,  and  there  is  one  anall  pumping 
station  at  Asbmansworth, 

Kingsclere  Pumping  Station 

This  pumping  station  is  designed  to  supply  the  North  area  of  the  rural 
district  and  will  ultimately  pump  500*000  gallons  of  water  per  day.  The  station 
is  built  above  two  boreholes,  each  33"  diameter  and  250  and  150  feet  deep. 

These  boreholes  were  test  pumped  at  45,000  gallons  per  hour  and  will  give  an 
estimated  safe  yield  of  750,000  per  day.  Two  vertical  spindle  borehole  pumps, 
each  having  a  capacity  of  30,000  gallons  per  hour  and  a  pumping  head  of 
25  feet,  are  suspended  approximately  60  feet  below  ground  level.  They  are 
shaft  driven  by  electrical  motors  above  floor  level. 

These  pumps  supply  water  which  has  been  chlorinated  to  the  aerator  House, 
here  the  water  oascades  over  a  number  of  specially  constructed  troys  in  order  to 
reduce  the  carbon  dioxide  content.  The  water  then  gravitates  from  the 
aerator  House  into  the  100,000  gallon  surface  reservoir  upon  which  the  aerator 
House  is  built.  Here  the  water  level  controls  the  borehole  pumps  and  the 
horizontal  booster  turbine.,  pumps  of  which  there  are  three  sets  of  two  in  the 
pump  house.  The  water  is  then  boosted  to  the  sewage  reservoir  at  Kingsclere 
(200,000  gallons)  and  Cottingtons  Hill  (50,000  gallons).  The  booster  pumps 
are  regulated  by  the  water  levels  which  are  indicated  and  recorded  in  the 
Pumping  Station, 

During  the  year,  -work  was  commenced  on  the  laying  of  the  8"  trunk  main 
together  with  the  subsiduary  mains  and  the  new  reservoir  at  Beacons  Hill, 

This  work  is  now  well  in  hand  and  should  be  completed  towards  the  end  of  1959* 
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The  Kingsclere  pumping  station  at  present  supplies  water  to  Kingsclere, 
Hannington,  Ashford  Hill,  Headley,  Eechinsv/ell ,  Bishops  Green,  Baughurst,  and 
in  the  future  it  will  supply  Burghclere,  Newtown,  Ilighclere,  Woolton  Hill, 

Ball  Hill,  Ashmansworth  and  Bast  Woodhay.  There  are  four  reservoirs  giving 
a  total  sewage  capacity  of  400,000  gallons. 

Overton  Pumping  Station 

This  pumping  station  supplies  Overton  and  part  of  Laver stoke,  and  can  also 
afford  a  supply  through  to  Whitchurch  and  St.  Mary  Bourne  in  the  event  of  the 
7/hitchurch  Pumping  Station  breaking  down. 

During  the  year,  the  work  of  laying  one  and  a  half  miles  of  9"  diameter 
pumping  main,  the  construction  of  a  500,000  gallon  reinforced  concrete  reservoir 
at  White  Kill  and  the  provision  of  new  and  larger  pumps  was  completed.  The 
provision  of  these  new  works  now  ensures  that  Overton  will  no  longer  suffer  from 
a  curtailed  water  supply  when  an  electricity  breakdown  occurs. 

Whitchurch  Pumping  Station 

This  pumping  station  supplies  the  parishes  of  Whitchurch,  St,  Mary  Bourne 
and  Hurstbourne  Priors,  and  a  bulk  supply  is  afforded  to  Longparish  in  the  Rural 
District  of  Andover,  There  are  two  reservoirs,  one  situated  at  the  Pumping 
Station,  which  is  an  elevated  water  tower  with  the  capacity  of  180,000  gallons, 
and  the  other  is  situated  at  Hurstbourne  Park  and  has  a  capacity  of  35*000 
gallons,  thus  giving  a  total  storage  capacity  of  215,000  gallons.  The  work  in 

connection  with  the  renewing  of  the  old  water  mains  at  Whitchurch  is  now 
practically  completed  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  this  will  result  in  a  tremendous 
saving  of  pumping  as  the  old  mains  were  found  to  be  leaking  very  extensively. 


Asbmansworth  Pumping  Station 


This  pumping  station  supplies  part  of  the  parish  of  Ashmansv/orth  and  has  an 
elevated  reservoir  with  a  storage  capaaity  of  2,000  gallons.  This  small  pumping 
station  will  ultimately  be  closed  upon  the  completion  of  the  North  Western  Area 
Water  Scheme  which  as  I  have  already  stated,  should  be  finished  towards  the 
end  of  1959. 

Bulk  supplies  are  at  present  taken  from  Newbury  Corpo  'ation  for  the  supply 
of  water  to  Newtown,  Burghclere  and  parts  of  East  Woodhay.  Here  again  this  bulk 
supply  will  be  discontinued  towards  the  end  of  1959  when  the  North  Area  Scheme 
is  completed.  The  parish  of  Tadley  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Mid-Wessex 
Water  Company.

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REFUSS 


The  refuse  collection  which  is  carried  out  once  per  week  throughout  the 
Rural  District  is  a  "Kerbside"  collection,  although  in  the  case  of  very  old 
people  living  on  their  ov/n  and  invalids  arrangements  are  made  upon  request 
for  the  refusd  bins  to  be  collected  from  the  back  yards. 

The  Council  have  four  Refuse  Freighters,  makers  Shelvoke  and  Drewry. 

Two  Chelsea  type  11.3  Cubic  lard  Capacity,  side  loaders,  petrol  driven,  which 
were  purchased  in  1948.- 

Two  Fore  and  Aft  Tippers,  18  Cubic  Yard  Capacity,  back  loaders,  diesel 
driven,  one  being  purchased  in  1956,  and  the  other  purchased  in  1958. 

One  of  the  Chelsea  type  side  loaders  is  used  as  a  standby  vehicle  and  is 
also  brought  into  use  to  cope  with  holiday  periods.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
before  long  this  vehicle  will  be  required  at  least  two  days  per  week  to  help 
in  the  Tadley  area  of  the  Rural  District,  where  the  population  is  steadily 
increasing  due  to  the  building  development  taking  place.  The  disposal  of  refuse 
is  by  means  of  dumping  in  large  pits.  This  is,  of  course,  not  the  ideal  method, 
the  best  method  being  controlled  tipping  in  which  the  refuse  is  deposited  in 
layers  not  exceeding  4*  6"  deep,  each  load  being  covered  as  soon  as  possible 
after  being  tipped.  This  means  that  land  must  be  obtained,  bulldosed  out  to  the 
required  depth  and  the  soil  so  removed,  used  for  covering. 

There  are  at  present  three  tips  in  use  and  they  are  situated  at  Juniper 
Down,  (Stoke),  Ecchinswell  Road,  (Kingsclere)  and  Oxford  Lane,  (.ashford  Hill). 

Two  mire  tips  are  being  brought  into  use  in  the  near  future,  one  situated  on 
Mr.  Gray'  s  land,  Hurstbourne  Park,  for  V/hit church  refuse,  and  the  other  at 
Nutley  Bottom,  Ashe,  belonging  to  Mr.  Str - atfield-Moore,  for  Overton  refuse,  and 
this  will  help  to  reduce  the  mileage  travelled. 
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The  labour  force  consists  of  one  spare  loader-driver,  3  loader- drivers, 

6  loaders  and  3  tipmen.  Help  has  to  be  given  occasionally,  by  drawing 
labour  from  our  manual  labour  force  at  the  Depot  when  required,  We  also 
have  to  obtain  the  necessary  loaders  for  the  fourth  freighter  from  our 
men  at  the  Depot, 

The  Rural  District  is  divided  into  three  areas  for  the  purpose  of 
refuse  collection,  a  detailed  sheet  for  each  area  showing  full  working  details 
has  been  prepared.  These  are  attached  to  this  Report,

Conclusion 

There  is  a  very  large  content  of  paper  in  the  household  refuse  collected. 

If  only  the  householder  could  be  induced  to  burn  more  of  this  type  of  refuse, 

I  am  sure  there  would  be  a  saving  in  costs  which  in  turn  would  be  reflected 
in  the  rate  for  refuse  collection,  and  I  suggest  that  the  general  public  should 
be  asked  to  co-operate  in  burning  as  much  household  refuse  as  possible.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Sewage  Works  owned  by  the  Council  are  situated  at  Kingsclere,,  Overton, 
"Whitchurch  and  Sil Chester  (Tadley  Sev/age  Works).  There  is  also  a  Sewage 
Pumping  Station  at  Laverstoke  which  pumps  sewage  from  Laverstoke  to  the 
Overton  Sewage  Pumping  Station. 

In  the  parishes  of  Overton  and  Whitchurch,  the  sewage  is  raised  by  pumps 
to  settling  tanks  and  filter  beds  and  effluent  is  dealt  with  by  land  irrigation. 

The  new  sewalge  works  at  Kingsclere  were  completed  in  October.  This  is 
an  up-to-date  plant  consisting  of  grit  channels,  recorder  storm  weir,  two 
settlement  tanks,  two  storm  water  t&rks,  dosing  siphon,  two  circular  filters, 
two  humus  tanks,  small  pumping  station  and  ten  sludge  drying  beds.  The  plant 
is  designed  to  deal  with  a  flow  of  3,625  gallons  per  hour. 

In  addition,  new  sewers  were  laid  to  The  Dell,  along  Winchester  Road  as 
far  as  Park  House,  and  along  the  Newbury  Road,  as  far  as  The  Star  Public  House, 

The  disposal  works  are  situated  about  1 ^  miles  along  Union  Lane,  and  well 
away  from  the  built  up  area.  These  new  works  have  replaced  the  old  and 
obsolete  system  and  the  provision  of  additional  sewers  has  enabled  most  of  the 
dwellings  situated  in  Kingsclere  to  be  connected. 

The  large  modern  sewage  works  constructed  at  Silchester  to  deal  with  sewage 
from  Tadley,  also  deals  with  the  domestic  and  trade  sewage  from  the  Atomic 
Weapons  Research  Establishment  at  A1 derma s ton,  and  also  the  Housing  Estates 
belonging  to  the  Establishment. 

There  is  also  a  sewage  works  situated  at  Bishops  Green,  Ecchinswell, 
owned  by  the  Air  Ministry.  These  works  take  the  domestic  sewage  from  Greenham 
Common  Airfield  (Situated  in  Berkshire)  and  the  Council  by  agreement  discharges 
the  domestic  sevrage  from  some  100  dwellings  at  Bishops  Green  into  these  works.
